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MT. ST. HELENS 

VOLCANIC ERUPTION MAY 18, 1980 

"Vancouver! Vancouver! This is it ..." and that was 
the last any living person ever heard of geologist David 
Johnston. He was just one of 61 people who perished in 
the eruption of Washington’s Mt. St. Helens on May 18, 
1980. The blast, which was the first volcanic eruption to 
occur in 63 years in the continental United States, also 
claimed the lives of on estimated 2 million animals, 
destroyed 140 miles of streams and 26 lakes, ond threw 
the entire Northwest into turmoil. 

After the eruption, the area that hod once astounded 
tourists for its beauty was left o barren, desolate waste- 
land. Ash blanketed the area for 200 square miles, creat- 
ing o ghostly landscape that resembled the surface of the 
moon. Those living within the area were advised to stay 
inside; schools and businesses were shut down, and the 
long job of digging out of the ash began. 

In the weeks and months that followed more eruptions 
occured, but none matched the destructive force of the 
May 18th blast. Gradually the Northwest, overcame the 
shock of the eruption, and learned to live with the volca- 
no, which could go on spewing forth lava and ash for 
years. 

RONALD REAGAN

The U.S. Embassy in Tehran was token over 
by Iranian militants on November 4, 1979. A 
number of Americans were released soon 
after the takeover, but for 52 of the hostages, 
the ordeal lasted 444 days. During this time, 
the Carter administration held numberous ne- 
gotiations to release the hostages, all of 
which were unsuccessful. An attempt to res- 
cue the hostages in April of 1980, ended in 
disaster. Finally, through the combined efforts 
of Deputy Secretary of State Warren Christo- 
pher and Algerian officials, the terms for the 
release of the hostages were settled, and on 
January 20, 1981, the hostages were officially 
released. Many Americans were upset over 
the way the situation was handled, yet all 
were glad the long nightmare was over.
